The sudden appearance of large 


red bumps on the skin is likely to 
be urticaria, commonly called hi- 
ves. The spots can appea.' 
any- 


whore on the body and -are likely 
to cover a good portion of the .skin. 
They are reddish and swollen and 
almost always accompanied by se- 
vere itching, with an almost intol- 
erable desire to scratch. 


Urticaria is one of the allergies. 


It is caused by something—usually 
food—which reacts unfavorably t,n 
that particular individual. But it 
can develop from such other things 
as insect bites, furs, infections, or 
even just heat or cold. II m.iy 
last for only a few hours or for as 
long as months. 


FIRST 
FIND CAUSE 


The proper lino of attack on hi- 


ves is to try to find the cause. Tri- 
al diets may have to be tried, if 
skin tests fail. If the cause can 
discovered, 
the proper 
treatment 


is to eliminate it completely. 


When the cause cannot be 
dis- 


covered, however, which is all loo 
common, the treatment is difficult. 
Nothing can be applied to the sur- 
face of the skin to make the ur- 
ticaria disappear. Even the itching 
can only be partially relieved whi- 
le the urticaria is present. 


The one bright spot in treatment 


developed in recent years, is the 
use of certain drugs called antihis- 
lamine agents. Several of the sub- 
stances are on the market under 
various names. Each has certain 
advantage's and certain disadvan- 
tages, and should not be taken ex- 
cept under competent medical ad-
